While Secretary Mellon proposed 
that the government’s annual income 
be reduced by not more than $300,- 
000,000, committee members feel it 
may be possible on the basis of late 
estimates, to go beyond these figures. 
President Coolidge inclines to a sim- 
ilar view.

THE BOND ROUTE. 


The Al Smith program for the 
issuance of $400,000,000 in state 
improvement bonds was overwhelm- 
ingly carried in the New York state 
elections despite the concentrated 
fire of the republicans and the anti- 
!Smith element in his own party. It 
is the largest state bond issue ever 
authorized in any state. 

Of the amount $300,000,000 will 
be employed in the elimination of 
grade crossings — being the most 
gigantic safety move recorded in 
history. 

Governor Smith had careful sur- 
veys made, and the amount of state 
bond funds‘augmented by pro rata 
costs agreed upon by the railroads, 
will eliminate every grade crossing 
in the Empire state. It is proposed 
to push the work in every section of 
the state at one time, thus complet- 
ing the elimination process in a year 
from the date the funds from the 
sale of the bonds are made available. 

The funds from the additional 
$100,000,000 bond authorization 
are to be employed in expansions at 
all the state’s institutions, including 
two great new buildings at the seat 
of government to house state de- 
| partments. The universities, nor- 
jmals, and all other institutions are 
to share in the great expansion pro- 


The validation of this huge issue 
sets a new pace for an American 
commonwealth, and accentuates the 
trend of the times to build ade- 
quately and permanently, for the 
distant future as well as for the 
present, and to finance such expan- 
sions through a proper utilization of 
credit, to be carried by the future 
as well as the present. 

New York’s system of highways 
has been completed, Every state 
road is as permanently paved as the 
central thoroughfares of New York 
city.

Grange Was No Star Duri 
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*He Was Thrown for Loss 


Several Times by Measles 


And Various Accidents

Red Grange’s manner of iife during his grade-school days was about 


that of the average normal, healthy, growing boy in a small town. 


He, 


like many other boys of his age and of all ages, was not wildly enthu- 


* silastic about the intellectual side of the classroom. 


Lessons were some- 


thing to be done and put away for the more important affairs, after school 


let out for the day. Football was 
Sides were chosen to scrimmage. 
The names of certain western lum- 
inaries began to creep into his circle 
of consciousness. Wyman and Bas- 
kind of Minnesota, and Bart Macom- 
ber and Potsy Clark of Illinois became 
his heroes and he attempted to repro- 
duce their acts on the vacant lot foot- 
ball field which he and his associates 


used.

Was No Star. 


Tf he had been a boy star on the 
gridiron, such matters would have been 
dismissed with a gesture. The thrill 
of being outstanding would have over- 
come some slight inconvenience of. be- 
ing a pin cushion for a surgeon. But 
no such luck was with Red Grange. 
He was no star. dle was a rear rank 
private. 

At times his boyish, soul rebelled at 
the thought of more of that physical 

unishment of the football field, but 
o kept on because he had started it. 
Hiis father enceuraged him, and his 
gang all played. After the fall sea- 
son was over, Red really enjoyed him- 
self on the basketball court.

In those days just previous to high 
school, he went through the gamut of 
what the average boy goes through in 
a small town. The wagon construc- 
tion days, the histrionic attempts in 
a wild. west circus, riding with the 
grocery boy on his delivery route, and 
caddying on the golf links filled Red 
Grange’s days to the brim. He gave 
up the caddying proposition after one 
enthusiastic attempt. The first day 
he went 72 holes, staggering under »# 
deyotee’s clubs, and found that he hail 
no further interest tg the matter.

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Drinkwater Shows Unique 
Personality as Lecturer 


There was never a. lecturer mere 
nonchalant or naturally himself than 
John Drinkwater, English poet and 
dramatist, who spoke under the aus- 
pices of the Atlanta Drama league, 
at the Women’s Club auditorium Wed- 
nesday night.. Mr. Drinkwater is es- 
sentially natural upon the platform 
and it is almost as interesting to 
study the character which he uncon- 
sciously discloses by his mannerisms 
and habits of thought, as it is to 
listen to the intensely fascinating dis- 
quisition upon the nature of drama, 
which he makes the subject of his lec- 


ture. 

The Woman's Club auditorium was 
filled to capacity to bear the distin- 
guished man of letters and while the 
pronounced English of his voice may 
have sounded strange to, some of his 
hearers, yet the purity cf his diction 
and the charm of his langauge surely 
made his utterances simple for every 
intelligent mind to understand. 

Mr. Drinkwater opened his lecture 
by reading a few of his own poems. 
Long known as one of the most ex- 
quisite of living poets, yet the real 
charm of his work, when interpreted 
by the author himself, was a revela- 
tion to the majority of his hearers. 
Personally the two little poems about 
the old farmer and the old woman, 
simple characters of the English coun- 
tryside, carried the greatest appeal, 
but the-lady-who-sits-by-me said she 
liked the prayer peem that he read 
first, best of them all, 


Attacks “Star” System. 


Great drama is produced, said Mr. 
Drinkwater, only when actors of the 
stage sink their own _ personalities 
for the presentation of genuine works 
of dramatic art. -When the actor 
makes his own personality paramount 
the’ dramatist sinks to the level of the 
playwright, art deserts the stage and 
only hack vehicles for the exploita- 
tion of stars remain. Without dis- 
paragement he classed Henry Irving 
and Booth as “vaudevillians,” but 


said their genius was such as to pros- 
trate those who understood in the 
mud at their feet. Yet, he declared, 
their very strength of personality was 
detrimental to thé literature of the 
stage. 

The lecturer declared that the-com- 
mercial theater and the truly artistic 
theater were distinct affairs, each 
with its own place, He said he en- 
joyed the commercial theater as a 
place of entertainment, just as he en- 
joyed a baseball game or a football 
match. The Schuberts in America 
}and Lorimer and Grossmith in Eng- 
land, he said, have their places, but 
it is not in the realms of art. Their 
theater, he stated, was merely a mon- 
ey-making undertaking. 

History of Theater. 


Mr. Drinkwater then told of deyvyel- 
opment. of the repertoire theater in 
Birmingham, England, where he him- 
self first became interested in the 
stage and traced its growth from a 
a performance in “a dirty parish 
house on a dark winter night,’’ when 
an audience of eight contributed $1 
at the box office, to its prominent 
place in genuine dramatic achieve- 
ment, 

The lecture ended with a reading 
from Mr. Drinkwater’s play, “Abra- 
ham Lincoln,’”’ and a description of 
its first presentation in Birmingham, 
two days before the signing of the 
armistice on November 11, 1918. He 
spoke of its significance at the time, 
when all England was awaiting for 
the enunciation of President Wilson's 
14 points, a declaration -which, he 
said, reminded England of ideals and 
causes which the dreariness and hor- 
ror of war had partially obscured. 

All in all, the Drama league per- 
formed a distinct service to Atlanta 
when it brought Drinkwater here and 
his lectures in America ought to do 
mueh toward that renaissance of dra- 
matic art which is gradually awaken- 
ing the nation to a fuller realization 


of its own artistic potentiahties.

There will be no 
lack of color or enthusiasm this Satur- 
day, in spite of the fact that it is 
something of an off year for both 
Harvard and Princeton. 

Harvard and Princeton have not 
been steady rivals since they first met 
in 1877. ‘There was a long hiatus 
from 1896 to 1911, but since then ex- 
cept for the war years, the battle has 
been an annual affair. Since the war 
Princeton has held the upper hand, 
with three victories, one defeat and 
two ties, but before that there was 
a string of five straight Harvard 
triumphs. 

While it is the oldest of this Sat- 
urday’s rivalries, the Harvard-Prince- 
ton renewal is only one of a number 
of contests that date their inception 
back a quarter of a century and more. 

Columbia and New York University, 
for instance, first met in 1882, they 
have had only 12 games since then. 

The Cornell-Dartmouth feud at Han- 
over, the most important battle. of 
the day from the viewpoint of its ef- 
fect upon eastern championship claims, 
was started in 1900. 

Washington and Jefferson’s clash 
with Pittsburgh brings together an- 
other brace of outstanding elevens in 
a traditional struggle, started in 1897. 


STUDENT TO KNOW 
HIS FATE TODAY

McClaskey .was_ killed, it was 
claimed, on the Dunwody road several 
miles from Atlanta whén an automo- 
bile ulleged to have been driven by 
young Roberts crashed into a truck 
in which McClaskey was riding, hurl- 
ing the latter to the ground and caus- 
ing injuries from which he died a few 
days later.

Urbana, Ill., November 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—An ancient gridiron duel ex- 
tending back to 1892 will be renewed 
Saturday when Chicago’s football 
team marches to the [Illinois _ sta- 
dium for the annual game with IIlli- 
nois, conquerors of the great Penn 
team. 

Chicago, Illinois’ traditional foe, is 
the oldest rival on the Illini sched- 
ule. The first team the veteran A. 
A. Stagg coached at Chicago was the 
first Maroon eleven to play Illinois. 
That was in 1892 and the rivalry, 
keen then, is keener now. 

The 1892 game was a 4-4 tie. [II- 
linois won the next two, one by a 
forfeit. There was no game in 1895, 
and Chicago took the next two. The 
teams did not meet in 1898, 1899 and 
1900. Illinois won the next year, and 
then Chicago started a string 
of victories which was broken only 
by a tie in 1904. Illinois won at 


the first homecoming game in 1910. 
The Maroons won in 1911, 1912 and 
1913. Zuppke’s championship teams 
of 1914 and 1915 beat Chicago, but 
Stagg won in 1916. 

The 1917 game was a tie. “Zup” 
won the next three games and then 
Chicago triumphed in 1921 and 1922. 
“Red’’ Grange scored the only points 
of the 1923 game for an Illini vic- 
tory and the teams tied last year. 

icago has won 15 of the 
games. Illinois won ten and _ four 
were ties. Since the advent of Zuppke 
at Illinois in 1913, the Orange and 
Blue has been victorious six times 
to the Maroons’ four and two games 
were tied.

Dr. Wayne B. Wheeler, general 
counsel for the league, who -will ad- 
dress the convention Friday morning, 
has submitted a report outlining new

While 705 grade crossings were 
eliminated on railroad lines in the 
United States during the past year, 
4.560 new grade crossings were created, 
it was pointed out at the office of 
the Georgia public service commission 
Wednesday, in connection with the 
investigation which that body is con- 
ducting in connection with the tragedy 
of last Monday at Nahunta, when ten 
school children were killed and many 
mc : injured in a crash between an 
Atlantic Coast Line train and a 


school motor bus. 

Chairman, Paul Trammell said that 
arrangements for the probe of the Na- 
hunta wreck were not yet complete, 
but that a representative of the com- 
mission will be sent to Nahunta in 
the next few days. 

Figures on the increase in grade 
crossings in the United States were 
cited by both Chairman Trammell and 
Commissioner James A. Perry, who 
gave as their authority a pamphlet on 


by the Atlantic Coast Line railroad 
itself. Oddly enough, copies of the 
pamphlet were received at the com- 
mission office Monday, the day of the 
Nahunta tragedy. 

Commissivner Perry. highly praised 
the North Carolina law which reqzires 
all autoists to,.come,.to a full stop 
before crossing a railroad. A law 
along this line was passed by the last 
legislature to become effective January 
1, the act specifying that it shall only 
apply at dangerous crossings, which 
are to be so marked by the railroads. 


missioner Perry said that engineers 
on that line reported many more times 
the number of crossing accidents avert- 
ed by a hair breadth than those which 
do occur and thus come to attention 
of the public. While passing a law 
requiring motorists to stop at a cross- 
ing is not sufficient precaution, it was 
stated, it does serve to bring the dan- 
ger forcibly to attention of drivers, 
and it was also pointed out that the 
first year such a law was in effect 
in North Carolina the number of cross- 
ing accidents decreased 12 per cent, 
the number of people injured decreased 
22 per cent and the number of fatali- 
ties decreased 50 per cent. This, de- 
spite the fact that the number of 
motorists was considerably larger than 
in previous years, 

Impracticability of elimininating all 
grade crossings is shown by the state- 
ment that such a move would cost 
as much as the present value of all 
outstanding railroad securities,
